G.NR. 916(E),—la exercise of the powers confencd »} 
Section 3 ot the Essential Commodities Act, 1955 (10 oi 
1955), the Central Government hereby makes the following

PART I 

1. Short title, extent and commencement—-This Order may 
be called the Textiles (Development and Regulation) Order, 
1992.

not include the following commodities, namely—

(d) plush cloth, in the manufacture of which any spun 

yarn filament is used ; 

(e) rubberised or synthetic water-proof fabric whether 
single textured or double textured.

(6) "controlled cloth” means any variety or class or 
specification of cloth for which the max'mum price 
or the principles on which or the manner in which 
the maximum price is to be determined by a manu¬ 
facturer as specified by the Textile Coimnfasfoncr 
under clause 3 ;

(10) "lace making machine” means a machine worked by 
power for the production of fabrics of open mesh 
or net formed by crossing and interviewing threads ; 

(11) “man-made fibre yam" and “man-made fibre doth” 
means yarn and cloth other than silk, cotton or 
woollen yam and cloth ; 

(12) “manufacturer” includes a producer or processor 
including the band processor, or both and the ex¬ 
pression “manufacturer” and its grammatical varia¬ 
tions shall be construed accordingly ; 

(13) the expression “offer to sell” shall be deemed to

spindles, rotors or any other device worked by power 
and used for production of yarn ;

-.-ncr appointed by the Central Government and 
include any Additional Textile Commissioner or 
Joint Textile Commissioner appointed by the Cent¬ 
ral Government In the office Of the Textile Com¬ 
missioner ; 
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(24) “wool” includes animal hair; 

(25) “top” means top from wool/man-made fibres/tow 

used tor spinning yarn on woisted svsiem ; 

(26) "woollen yarn" or "woollen cloth” means yarn or 
cloth other than silk yarn and silk cloth or cotton 
yarn and cotton cloth, where wool is equal or pre¬ 
dominant by weight, and includes yam manufac¬ 
tured out of pulled or gamelted rags ;
